ARREST OF JUSTICE HEID. 


T H E WARRANT SWORN O U T BY 
SARAH ALTHEA SERVED. 


On H abeas Corpus P roceed in gs th e Judge 
Is R eleased on SS,OOO B onds— The 
C rim inal R ecord. 


The venerable General 
Francis E. 
Spinner, ex-treasurer of 
tho United 
Stales, is sail to be hopelessly ill at his 
heme at Pablo Beech, Florida, so that 
bis death is likely to occur within a few 
weeks. The trouble ib a cancer on bis 
face, caneed by wearing an ill-fitting 
pair of eye glasses. “My physician,” be 
writes to a friend, “has given me strict 
orders that I must neither read nor write 
a single word. I will probably soon make 
my bow to the denizens of this world and 
depart. I am suffering great pain/ 
General Spinner is nearly eighty-eigh* 
years old, having been born at Herkimer, 
New York, on January 21,1802. 


Dr. J. Milton Bowers was convicted in 
San J* ranoisoo in 1886 of poisoning his 
wife, in order to obtain the insurance on 
her life, amounting to about $17,000, and 
was sentenced to be hanged. 
He took 
an appeal to the supreme court of the 
state aud on October 23,1887, before the 
tribunal bai rendered a decision,vthe 
dead body of Henry Benhayon, a brother 
of Dr: Bowers’ wife, was found in a room 
inthateity. A letter was found, pur­ 
porting to be a confession of Benhayon 
that he and not Dr. Bowers, was the 
cause of bis sister’s death. Circumstances 
led to a suspicion that the confession was 
forged and that Benhayon was murdered. 
John A. Dimming was charged with 
being the letter's murdefer, but he was 
acquitted aud a book agent was arrested 
on suspicion. The supreme court after­ 
wards granted Bowers a new trial. Fri­ 
day, before Judge Wallace, the District 
Attorney moved for a dismissal of the 
case on the ground that not enough evi­ 
dence could be secured to convict Bow­ 
ers. The judge accordingly dismissed 
the case and Bowers was discharged from 
custody after having been imprisoned in 
the oounty jail for over three years.

talk of what might have been, but the 
loss of Mr. Gladstone at that date eug- 
gests a different history of England dur­ 
ing the laq.t forty years.

tice Stephen J. Field of tho United States 
Supremo court was arrested hero Friday 
on a charco of being a party to the killing 
of David S. Terry at Lathrop last Wednes­ 
day morning. 
Tho application for a writ 
of habeas corpus was a t once made, and 
tho m atter was heard by Judge Sawyer of 
tho United States Circuit court, 
who 
granted the w rit and released Justice 
Field on $5,000 bail. 
The w arrant for 
Justice Field’s arrest was issued by a ju s­ 
tice of the peace in Stockton, on tho com­ 
plaint'* of Mrs. 
Sarah 
Althoa 
Terry. 
Sheriff Cunningham of Stockton arrived 
hero 
with the warrantJJThursday night, 
and 
ho 
applied 
to 
Judge 
Fix 
of 
tho 
polico 
court 
to 
indorse 
it. 
Judgo Uix took the m attor under advise­ 
ment and consulted with District Attorney 
Page, who expressed tho opinion that the 
w arrant should bo indorsed, as it was is­ 
sued in the regular form nnd th ' judge 
should not consider the individuality of 
tho porson against whom it was directed. 
Counsol who appeared for Justice Field, 
urged the judgo to take testimony to ascer­ 
tain if the w arrant had been issued. 
He 
declared that tho issuance of the w arrant 
was nothing more than an attem pt to 
humiliate a justice of tho Supremo court. 
Judge liix finally indorsed the w arrant 
and placed it in the hands of Sheriff Cun­ 
ningham, who went to the United States 
appraiser’s building, where Field’s cham­ 
bers and located. 
Justice Field arrived at his chambers 
about norn, and with Judge Brewer of 
Kansas aud Judge Sawyer awaited tho a r­ 
rival of the sheriff. 
Sheriff Cunningham 
went first to tho m arshal’s office, and then, 
accompanied by Chief of Police Crowley,’ 
Capt. 
Lees, and United States Marshal 
Franks, proceeded to Justice Field’s cham­ 
ber. 
Justice Field arose to receive the 
party and Sheriff Cunningham presented 
the w arrant and formally made the arrest. 
An application was made at once for a 
w rit of habeas corpus. 
Judgo Sawyer 
granted tho writ and retired to the Circuit 
court room. 
District Attorney Carey an­ 
nounced that Sheriff Cunningham had 
obeyed tho writ of habeas corpus and pro­ 
duced tho prisoner, and that he now 
awaited the further pleasure of the court 
Judge Sawyer sot tho case for a hearing 
for next Thursday morning and ordered 
Justice Field’s release, fixing the bail at 
$5,000. 
The petition for tho w rit of habeas cor­ 
pus was made by Justice Field himself, 
and is a very long docum ent 
It sets forth 
In detail th© facts of the caso already 
known, and declares that at tho breakfast 
table at Lathrop, Justice Field was ma­ 
liciously and wickedly assaulted from be­ 
hind without any forewarning by David S. 
Terry, which assault was not provoked by 
any act, 
word, or deed of tho petitioner. 
The details of the contempt proceedings 
of September 
last, when Mrs. 
Terry 
caused tho sensational scene in the Cir­ 
cuit court room, are 
then set forth. 
The petition next sets forth that at the 
time of tho shooting Justice Field was ac­ 
companied 
by 
David 
Nagle, deputy 
United States marshal, who was acting 
under instructions 
from tho Attorney- 
General of tho United States and Marshal 
Franks. 
Tho petitioner declares that ho 
in no way or manner defended or protect­ 
ed himself, and was in no way responsible 
for any directions given Nagle or any 
other person, and th at ho was merely 
present a t the place of shooting while en 
route from Los Angeles to San Francisco 
while in discharge of his official duties. He 
further declares th at he was not then nor 
has he been at any time for many years 
armed with any weapon whatever, nor has 
ho usjd any weapon whatever. 
Action will bo taken seeking for an order 
from the United States court upon Sheriff 
Cunningham to a t once deliver Deputy 
M arshal Nagle into the custody of the 
United States Marshal. 
Upon which, if 
obeyed, the deputy will be brought to this 
city. 
D eclin ed to H onor Terry. 
Application 
was 
made 
by A ttor­ 
ney Crittenden to the Supreme conrt of 
California to adjourn as a mark of respect 
to the memory of Judge Terry, ex-chlef 
justice. 
Chief Justice Boatty declined to 
entertain tho motion in the following 
language, after rem arking that he was 
sorry that the motion has been made: 
“It is a very unpleasant affair, but the 
court has fully considered the same and 
deems it tho wisest mode of treating the 
subject in silence. 
The sudden Tdeath of 
David S. Terry Is notorious and it Is the 
decision of this court th a t it takes no fu r­ 
ther action in the m atter.” 
B u rial o f N a g le’s V ictim . 
The funeral of Judge Terry was held at 
Stockton to-day. 
The body was removed 
from the morgue a t noon and taken to the 
Episcopal church, where it lay in state for 
two hours aud was viewed by a great num ­ 
ber of people. 
Mrs. Terry occupied a pew 
near the casket and watched the face of 
tbe dead all the while. 
Several times she 
left the seat and threw herself upon the 
casket. 
The service was read by one of 
the vestrymen of the church. 
The body 
was buried in a cemetery in the town.

T he N orth D ak ota C onvention So V otes— 
Great R ejo icin g T here. 
B ismarck, Dak., Aug. 17. — The agony 
is over. 
Bismarck is made tho capital of 
North Dakota in the constitution and the 
other public institutions aro located as 
previously published. 
This decision was 
reached after a long and heated debato, by 
a vote of 45 to 2*L 
Bismarck is jubilant 
and congratulatory telegram s aro already 
beginning to pour in from all parts of tbe 
country. 
Tho convention completed con­ 
sideration of tho article on corporations. 
Among the sections adopted was one de­ 
claring trusts unlawful, and delaring void 
franchises whose owners violate tho section. 
A fter a heated debato over the article on 
revenue and taxation, tho gross-earnings 
system was defeated by a voto of 36 to 35. 
The article as adopted provides that all 
property shall bo taxed alike, the provision 
th at railroad roadbeds and rolling stock 
shall be taxed a t not less than $3,000 a 
mile being stricken out. 
A section pro­ 
viding that all flowing streams and natural 
waterways shall forever remain tho prop­ 
erty of the State for irrigation mining, 
or othor purposes was adopted by a unani­ 
mous vote. 
Delegate Parsons of Morton mado an­ 
other and this time a successful attem pt 
to incorporate an anti-blacklist section in 
tho constitution. 
Delegate Williams of 
Burleigh introduced a section providing 
that any member of the Legisiaturo who 
accepts a railroad pass under any condi­ 
tion shall forfeit his office, and it was 
adopted. 
The section providing that the 
property of the wife acquired before or 
after m arriage can not be taken for tho 
debts of the husband was adopted. 
The board of equalization bas completed 
its labors. 
The levy made is 3 mills and 
the grand total of assessed valuation is 
$104,199,876.90, au increase of $10,000,- 
000 over last year. 
H e l e n a, Montana, Aug. 17.—Tho con­ 
vention completed the constitution to-day 
and adjourned to allow tho revision com­ 
m ittee to finish its work. 
O lym pia, W. T., Aug. 17.—Tho conven­ 
tion has agreed to submit a proposition 
for woman suffrage to tho people with the 
constitution.

N ew Y ork, Aug. 17.—An explosion of 
gas in the crockery store on tho corner of 
Grand and Clinton streets at 8 o’clock 
last night drove tho contents of the storo 
through tho plato glass windows into tho 
street and shook tho neighborhood. 
Ono 
man was killed, another probably fatally 
injured, and about thirty other persons 
were wounded. 
The neighborhood is densely populated, 
and many people wore upon tho streets. 
The store was closed, ono light tieing left 
burning. 
Just before tho explosion a 
policeman, attracted by tho smell of gas, 
S t 6 p p e d to locato th o cause. 
His actions 
caused tho collection of a small c r o w d and 
it was thus the i n j u r e d became so num er­ 
ous. 
The officer reached up with his club, 
p u s h e d open the fanlight, and stopped in. 
He had just got o u t of range when tho 
gas ignited and tho air w a s lilie d witn 
death - d e a l i n g fragm ents of 
glass a u l 
crockery. 
Immediately after the explosion a vol­ 
ume of flames poured out into tho street, 
through which men, women and children 
ran screaming with blood gushing from 
cuts and gashes. 
Morris Jacobs, aged 17, 
bled to death almost instantly. 
Ho was 
passing tho place when flying pieces of 
plato glass toro his right side and back so 
th at tho flesh hung from him in chunks. 
Two men dragged his mangled body away 
from the flames and ran for an ambu­ 
lance. 
Jacob Siegol, covered with blood, rushed 
frantically about. 
He had l>een made in­ 
sane and fought a policeman desperately 
until ho became exhausted. 
He was taken 
to Bellevue with a fractured skull. 
After 
much persistent work on tho part of the 
police and tho surgeons, the injured wero 
sont homo or removed to hospitals, nnd tho 
firemen extinguished tho flames. 
The loss 
of Thomas J. McCabe, the crockery dealer, 
is $3,000. 
Tho loss on trio building is 
$2,000. 
Tho building is 25 by IOO feot and three 
stories high. 
Six families occupied tho 
upper floors, but of them non - were hurt 
seriously. 
< 'no woman had started down 
to investigate tho smell of gas, leaving 
hor mother nnd child, when tho explosion 
occurred. 
Silo was hit on the head and 
falling plaster bruised the old lady and 
tho baby who remained on tho upper 
floor.

U nder the projecting arm 
of this rail travels a guard which rests 
w ithin a couple of inches of tho under sur­ 
face, standing ready to hold tho train 
upon tho track in cases of accident or 
shock.

the action of the Beath Afiican mine own 
e n and London merchants, in forcing up 
the prices of diamonds. 
It must be understood that the plan of 
consolidation and manipulation is wholly 
in the bands of the big combinations in 
South {[Africa. 
If London merchants 
have anything to do with it, they are the 
select few who are large 'stockholders. 
This combination in the South African 
mines is the outgrowth of years of man­ 
ipulation. 
The mines are first Forked 
by diggers each on his own account un­ 
til they had reached suoh a depth 
their claims that it was impossible ic, 
them to reach further without machinery 
whioh required capital. The diggers then 
consolidated their claims into companies, 
which provided capital. 
The process of 
absorption of the smaller companies by 
the larger went en (cr a considerable 
time, until finally there was left but one 
company in each mine. 
Thus the present advance in diamonds 
is not a feverish, uncertain rise in values, 
but is the outcome of years of steady 
growth, and of shrewd foresighted man­ 
agement, and is here to stay.

The evidence of the great fortunes 
made through the skillful use of news­ 
paper advertising space would eeem to 
establish the truth of the point made in 
the circular.

tention of the readers of the Advertisers 
Gazette. 
The element of self-protec­ 
tion enters so strongly into it that it be­ 
comes a matter of some surprise that 
more local action is not taken to ^appress 
so manifest a tax on home trade.

The reputation of the article 
grows until it attracts the cupidity of 
some dealer who sees a ob an ce to make 
money by forcing a cheaper article on the 
community. 
Nine times in ten the ar­ 
ticle is as much cheaper in quality as it 
is in price. 
The injustice is apparent. 
The newspaper advertiser makes a de­ 
mand for his goods, the peddler supplies 
it with imitations which he claims are as 
good, or (better, and which he offers at 
great inducements. 
The very induce­ 
ments offered throw suspicion on the 
goods presented, but the peddler’s vol­ 
uble tongue is ever ready to meet the 
particular case in point. 
It does not concern us bere to speak of 
the discomfort to housekeepers and the 
annoyance of frequent callers to the door 
and the experience bad there. The news 
papers have made merry over it, and 
very witty and laughable articles have 
been penned on the subjcet. There Is, 
however, a very serious side of the ques­ 
tion for the newspapers. The danger of 
the loss of revenue to newspapers is more 
apparent than real. Fortunately ped­ 
dling as an advertising scheme has not 
as yet been found profitable. ItB effect 
is 
too 
transitory 
to 
prove 
per­ 
manently 
valuable. 
But 
sup­ 
pose some man 
more 
wise 
than 
his 
fellows inaugurates a 
peddling 
scheme that is both permanent and pro­ 
fitable. What becomes of newspaper ad­ 
vertising spaoe then, when all manufac­ 
turers take to peddling. 
On the other 
hand, suppose those manufacturers who 
do a little peddling at times oould be 
made to see the greater profit and the 
better reputation which comes through 
the use of newspapers all the time. 
It 
is a wise business editor who, knowing 
that be bas a good thing to make money 
for bis patron and himself, sees to it that 
doubtful schemes are not encouraged. 
That barm is done to the manufactur­ 
er who has created a reputation for his 
standard product is shown by the care 
he takes to protest that reputation from 
the peddling inroad of competitors. One 
manufacturer spends thousands of dol­ 
lars annually in the newspapers to tell 
housekeepers to “ Beware, Pearhne is 
never peddled.” Another publishes “A 
word of warning. They are not as good 
as the Ivory.” A third says the “ Royal 
is not sold in com potion,” etc. Theqe, as 
have many others, have achieved for - 
tunes and reputation through the news­ 
papers, and they show their wisdom by 
taking active precautions against an un­ 
fair trading upon their goods. 
In many localities the evil has been 
met and remedied. 
Uceouroe has been 
had to the license law, and in some in­ 
stances peddling licenses have been made 
almost prohibitory. Where suoh laws are 
in existence the readers of the Advertis­ 
er’s Gazette can serve themed res and 
protect their interests by keeping a care­ 
ful watch for peddlers of manufactured 
articles, and making it a point to know 
that the legal licenses have been paid. 
Peddlers rarely pay this tax unless com­ 
pelled to, and usually give a wide berth to 
places where the law is rigidly enforced. 
In localities wher no tax is placed on 
peddling, it should concern the board of 
trade or any of the enterprising business 
men to protect the interests of their 
town or village by tbe enactment of such 
slaw. 
Relieved of unfair competition, 
home dealers oan oetter serve their pat­ 
rons, money circulates where ii belongs, 
and tbe general community, dealer and 
manufacturer are bound together with 
ties of mutual dependence for the com­ 
mon good.
